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CHINESE BUSINESS. 


Hongkong Chamber's 
Yearly Report. * 
- Chinese trade in Hongkong Inat 
year was anything but good, ac- 
cording to the annual report com- 
piled by Mr, Ip Lan chuen, 
Secretary of the Chinese General 
Chamber-of Commerce, just pre- 
sented for the information of 
the mercantile community. ~The 
report isin Chinese and deals 
brietly with the most important 
branches of business in the Colony. 

The intreductory remarks men- 
tion the ‘disastruus.. effects to Chi- 
nese trade, particolarly of Kwang- 
tung province, from the frequeot 
political storms in China in recent 
years. Ly reason of the fact that 
Hongkong is the leading commer- 
cial port in South China and has 
important trade’cannectinns with 
Kwangtung, local trade has suffer- 
ed considerably since the establish- 
ment of the Republican (rovern- 
meatin China. It has been in- 
volved in every one of the constant 
political uphesvals which have 
marked the existence of the com- 
paratively young Republic. 

The beginning of the year under 
review saw the big strike, which 
lasted several months, affecting al- 
most all ckinds «of trade in 
Hongkonz, and ‘exhausting the life 
breath of trade.” Matters did not 
improve at theaggg of the strike: 
in fact they were aggravated bs 
the political unrest which broke 
out twica at Canton. In Can. 
ton last year, it need hardly be 
said that not one single branch of 
business prospered, and Hongkong 
was not much better off. 4 

OF local ‘business houses, about 
seventy per cent lost money, 
twenty per cent had fair returcs, 
and sbout ten per cent actually 
reaped good profits. The preamble 
conclude: by exhorting busimess 
men to do their level best this year 
tu secure the maintenance of trade.

This Colony has more than a 
Passing interest “in the proposal 
to establish at Singapore a big, 
modern naval base. ‘Hongkong 
bas been the headquarters of the 
China Squadron for Many years 
bow, and it will be with feelings 
of considerable regret that we 
shall in the future see our pre- 
dominance as a naval base 
decline in favour of the southern 
port. The terms of the Washing- 
fon agreement, however, make 
further developments here im- 
possible, and it thus becomes 
inevitable that arrangements be 
made whereby British interests 
in the East shall be adequately 
Protected and provision also be 
made for the defence of Australia. 
The debate on the Singapore pro- 
ject in the House of Commons 
was marked by a deal of plain 
speaking, but it seems to us that 
the critics of the scheme were 
not only tabouring under mis. 
spprehensions regarding out right 
to'lay down such a base, but 
were’ also uncommonly willing ta 
impute ulterior motives to the 
Imperial Government in connec. 

Incident- 
ally, it was of some interest to 
Far Easterners to observe that 
two former Singapore residents, 
in the persons of Mr. Darbishire 
and Mr. Penny, took distinctly 
opposite viewa on the subject 
during the Parliamentary dis- 
cussion. . .

reduced to the position of a third. 
rate Power. Already our Navy 
has been cut down to almost 
dangerous limits, and now that 
there js a desire that the mobility 
of the remnent shall not be un- 
duly curtailed, we have the 
peace-at-any price cranks raising 
all manner of objections,” What 
would be the position if the 
‘Admiralty were’content ‘merely 
to rest on its oara so far as the 
East is concerned? We should 
cot have a single naval dock in 
the East capable of takiog a 


cepital sbip, end in our helpless 


fontinua ‘to rely on the goodwill 


of Japan. That would be an 


intalarable position... Whether 
Japan’ ware to remain for ever 
friendty or aot, no self-respecting 
Power, as Commander Bellairs 
rightly remarked, could indefin- 
itely be expeated to depend on 
another Power for its security 
acd even its existence. Finally, 
there has been no secret regard- 
ing our intentions’ to make 
Singapore a naval“ base—the 
possibility was fully realised by 
the ‘Washington Conference, 
From avery standpoint, therefore, 
it i essontial that wo have-the 
meaus of defendin® our interests 
in this part of the world. Those 
means canoot, unfortunately, be 
met in Hongkong, but they can 
bs provided in Singapore. And 
we are glad that the House -of 
Commone gave auch a large 
majority in support of the project. 


Britain's Air Power. 

In view of the decision to make 
Singapore a great naval base, and 
the question of serial defence of 
that island, the statement by Sir 
Samuel Goare that be wanted to 
see the British Empire leading in 
development, and the greatest air 
power in the world, is of additional 
import. Eventually, with all the 
schemes that are a foot, the Empire 
should attain an uachallengeable 
position in world affairs. The 
British army bas been reduced— 
some say toa degree well below 
the margio of safety—but our 
oavel,and aerial etrength is ap- 
psrently to be brought up to a 
standard that will make up for 
all seeming deficiancies in other 
Girections. It isgenerally agreed 
that modern warfare—and the 
warfare of the future—must be 
based principally on aerial activns, 
so Britain’s very serious deficit in 
this department certainly requires 
‘estly remedying. Itis tobe hoped 
that the forthcoming ]mperial 
Conference will see its way to 
inaugurate ascheme of augmenta- 
tion, witholt any delay, of the 
Air Force tni:s. Unfortunately 
the Conference will not meet until 
the autumn, when we shall pro- 
bably be still further bebind other 
nations in this important arm of 
our defence. One big factor to 
take into consideration is Labour 
—anxious to save money (osten- 
sibly for the good ‘of the nation, but 
probably more as aparrot-like echo 
of its election pledges), anxious to 
avoid war at.any cost, and eager 
to find a lever for use against the 
Government. The Conservatives, 
and many of the Liberals, can be 
counted on to keep national de- 
fensive needs to the fore; but 


there is always the risk ofa future 


Labour domination upsetting the 
best-laid planus of our present 
Government,
